Federal approval has been given 


Net operating revenue of the C. 
N. R. increased $14,788,007 in 1939 
according to the annual report of 
S. J. Hungerford, president of the 
system. After payment of certain 
fixed charges, however, this left a 
deficit for the year of $40,095,519 


by order-in.council for Alberta’s 
new Board to administer old age

The World 
of Wheat 


By H.G.L. Strange 


In 1989 the “Crop Testing Plan” 
grew in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, in co-operation with 
the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
a large number of small plots of 
different varieties of wheat. Hach 
plot was sown with exactly the 
eame amount of varefully measured 
seed so that aceurate yield tests 
could be determined. The averages 
of plot yields, in bushels to the acre, 
in Alberta, where there was no rust 
damage, were as follows: Garnet 58; 
Red Bobs 54,: Marquis 48: Thatcher 
48; Renown 41: Reward 39. 

In Saskatshewan, where black 
stem rust and a little leaf rust 
occurred, the yields were: Thatcher 
42; Renown 38; Regent 38; Apex 
38: Marquis 23. 

In Manitoba, where much black 
stem rust and much leaf rust occurr- 
ed, the yields were: Renown 4I; 
Regent 41; Apex 39; Thatcher 35; 
Margnis 19. 

The Dominion Experimental 
Farm officials state that the yield 
and quality data, obtained from 
these plots, support the results that 
have been previously obtained in 
their own Experimental Farm Sta- 
tion tests. 

An interesting test with these 
plots was made at the same time, of 
determining how much the usua] 
growth of weeds robs the farmer of 
yield per acre The results of this 
will be shown in a future ‘‘World 
of Wheat” article.

72 DEATHS FROM 
ALBERTA ACCIDENTS 


Startling figures on the number 
of motor vehicle deaths in this prov. 
last year were given in the annual 
report of the proyincial secretary's 
department, issued recently. 

Despite the safety measures ad- 
vocated during the year by branch- 
es of the Alberta Motor Association 
and by other organizations, no less 
than 72 motor deaths oceurred in 
the province in 1939. 

While reductions to around 55 
had been reported 1n 1938 and 1937, 
the total for 1989 was back to the 
1936 level. The report also reveal- 
ed that of the total number of 
deaths, some 24 involved those op- 
erating motor trucks, 

Iu addition to the fatal accidents 
hundreds of people were injured in 
traffic avcidents in this province 
during the year.
